We have one every year* 
and people, libraries and bookstores use it. They'll al3o list you as in print in their 
directory in which the ad is placed# 

You'd better get an accounting of the books Robert sold and of all his mailing 
costs before it is tine to pay taxes or you can get in re^l trouble and you can also 
waste a lot of ^nney# Keep track of the books you give him find at least have a ballpark 
figure.
